The 
chan aving little ox noth- 
ing in common, have _ been 
lumped together as a sort buga- 
boo to frighten the credulous. 
The Canadian tariff relief ip ef- 
fected on “imports from Great 
Britain and the colonies, the 
United States, and some dozen 
other important countries in- 
cluded tinder Britain’s favored 
nation: treaties, It would be 
better for the Dominion if the 
reductions were effected on im- 
goies But the op Se that 
as been organize ainst the 
limited reductions ae the suc- 
cessful appeals that have been 
made to economic delusion 
show fnat the Dominion is still 
a long-way from any such mea- 
sure of commercial freedom. The 
limited relief is far better than 
the alternative of no _ relief 
whatever. 

The opposition to the charge 
is weakened by the fact that 
the United States has agreed to 
make similar reductions.on im- 
ports’ from Canada. Many 
Canadians who would have op- 
posed the relief in the Govern- 
ment’s measure if made inde 
dently are not only scconstd 
to it, but made warm support- 
ers of it by the fact that it is 
accompanied by simultaneous 
reductions in the American tax- 
ation on purchases from Cana- 
da. ‘ They can see the advant- 
ages of the removal*of forei 
tariff, but do not discern the 


eater advantage of relief 
rom their own tariff. 


The Dominion Government seiz- 
ed the opportunity to make a 
highly advantageous change in 
the Canadian tariff, and at the 
same time secure the removal of 
many American obstructions on 
Canadian exports. To - say 
that this raises the issue of com 
mercial union is worse than ri- 
diculous. The Americans see 
the necessity of relieving them- 
selves of some of their tariff 
and the ey to do so. 
The  privileg classes there 
would be gina to defeat the 
change if it had been accompan- 
ied by similar changes in Can- 
ada. It must be admitted that 
many in both countries think 
reli from their own tariff a 
loss and the removal of the for- 
eign tariff a gain. In current 
discussion relief at home is des- 
cribed as something given, and 
the removal of foreign tariffs as 
concessions obtained. The fa- 
lacious idea is very persistent. 
The Dominion Government 
showed sound judgment in _ ne- 
gotiating for the simultaneous 
removal of tariffs by Canada 
and the United States. Oppon- 
ents unable to object to any of 
the changes try to alarm the 
Canadian people by the falla 
cious pretence that Canada is 
to be bound in tariff legisla 
tion by a treaty, or that com 
mercial union is the issue.

DIRECT TAXATION 


(Grain Growers’ Guide.) 

When the big delegation of 
Canadian farmers placed their 
demands before the Government 
at Ottawa, hast December, they 
stated formally that they were 
prepared for a direct taxation 
as a means of rai revenue 
when the tariff was wiped out. 
The Western farmers have made 
the same representations to the 
Leader of the Opposition dur- 
ing the past few weeks. The 
farmers are preparpd to have 
the necessary revenues for the 
conduct of public business rais- 
ed from a tax on land values. 
Of course, they are not unani- 
mous, but those who have stud- 
ied the question know that a 
tax upon land values is the 
most equitable system of rais- 
ing pubis revenues. It will 
shift the burden from the backs 
of the farmers and laboring 
classes and place it upon the 
exploiters and monopolists, 
where it belongs. The value of 
the land in the citaes and towns 
in Canada is far greater than 
the value of all the farm lands, 
so that the farmers taxes would 
be greatly reduced. Again, un- 
der such a system our water 
powers, timber limits, minerals, 
public franchises, and all the 
vast and varied natural resourc 
es of the country would pay an 
immense revenue into the public 
n treasury instead of being donat- 
ed to special interests and po- 
litical favorites as is done at 
present. The great natural re- 
sources were intended by _ the 
Creator to benefit mankind gen- 
erally, and it is the politicians 
who have set: aside the Divine 
will for something man-made 
and distinctly inferior. No in- 
dividual or corporation should 
be given a perpetual franchise 
of any natural resource, but 
they should all be held upon 
short term leases. There would 
be competition for these resourc 
es and privileges, and the high- 
est bidder should receive them. 
The speculators would disap- 
pear and_ the nation would be 
well rid of them. When the re- 
venues are raised by a tax up- 
on the value of the land, the 
disheartening spectacle of farm- 
ers working for the land specu- 
lators would become a thing of 
the past. Travelling over 
Western railways one sees miles 
upon miles of rich lands near 
the railways lying idle. Where 
are the farmers? They are back 
some miles, earning a living up- 
on their farms. In addition to 
earning their own living they 
are earning a huge income for 
the railway companies and spec 
ulators who hold the vacant 
land out of use. This vacant 
land when taxed at its annual 
rental value would soon be 
handed over to men who want 
to earn a living by working it. 
Today the best way to make 
money is to buy vacant land in 
the country) or city and then 
rusticate in a comfortable place 
and let the workers increase its 
value. The men who have ac 
cumulated millions have not 
done it by their own hard lab 


or, but by the labor of others

uestion of Direct Taxation. 
The better they understand it 
the more favorable it will ap- 
pear and_ its terrors will disap- 
pear. When taxes are paid ¢ 
rectly, those who pay them will 
take a keener interest in the 
methods of spending our public 


ip 


moneys. Of course, no one ad- 
vocates wiping out the tariff 
immediately, but there should 


be a definite step in that direc- 
tion made immediately. It has 
reqhired a campaign of educa- 
tion to ‘convince the people of 
the West that they are being 
robbed under the shelter of ‘a 
protective tariff. It will also 
require considerable educational 
work before the taxation of 
land values becomes’ recognized 
as the most equitable means of 
raising a revenue, Those who 
have already studied the ques- 
tion should assist ofhers to the 
same truths.

The occasion which brings us 
together is that tomorrow will 
be the forty-fourth anniversary 
of the day on which Canadian 
Confederation was launched, on 
the waves of destiny.

é time, was perhaps little no- 
ticed by the world at large the 
names of these men—Brown, 
Macdonald, Cartier, Tupper, Til 
ley—dear at all times to Cana- 
dian hearts, are dearer as we 
have a better perspective of 
their work, and as their work 
comes to fuller maturity. 

The names of these men are 
an airloom to Canadians, and 
Canadians carry their memory 
‘wherever they go. The memory 
of these men floats in the atmos 
phere of this hall. We feel their 
presence amonyst us just as if 
‘they were seated at this board, 
and it is perhaps no stretch of 
imagination to say that we fan- 
cy that we can still hear the 
voice of Sir John Macdonald 
Fepeating his favorite motto.

Our hope rises from 
year to year as our destiny de- 
velops, and after 44 years of ex- 
perience of Canadian Confedera- 
tion I am not saying too much 
when I say that we are 44 times

Americans celebrate the da 
which their country was wres 
ed from this, country 
lence, and when the 
cast aside the . authority of 
the king and parliament. Wel 
Canadians celebrate the day, 
when the parliament of Britain, 
king, lords, and commons gave 
us a charter of freedom and 
union. (Loud cheers.) These 
two flags side by side illustrate 
the enormous evolution which 
took place between the eigh- 
teenth and nineteenth centuries 
in the conception of what ought 
to +e England’s relations to 
her colonies. In the eighteenth 
century the policy of England 
was to govern her colonies from 
England without regard to the 
ideas of the colonies themselves. 
But in the ni th cent it 
was realized by England that 
British subjects should be gov- 
erned according to the principle 
af-- self-government. (Cues 
And the colonies have risen to 
wealth and influence, until at 
the present, time the British Em 
pire is composed of a galaxy of 
young free nations all bound 
together by the authority of 
the British crown. (Cheers.) 
Whenever the supremacy of 
the British Crown is found 
there is to be found freedom and 
justice and equality of rights. 
(Cheers.) It is the freedom, the 
justice, and the equality of 
rights which are to be found to- 
day in all the Dominions which 
have made the Dominions at- 
tached as they are to the Brit- 
ish crown. And I speak not 
only of those Dominions in 
which the predominent race is 
traced to Great Britain, but al- 
so of Dominions like Canada 
and South Africa, where men of 
different race have learned to 
love the British flag. (Cheers. ) 
It is natural that men of Brit- 
ish origin should be true to the 
connection with Great Britain: 
It is, however, the glory of 
England that our institutions 
alien races. To find anything 
have made loyal subjects ai 
akin to it or like it you must 
go beak to the time of thetribe 
of Judah, when Ruth, the Moa- 
bitess, having come to the part- 
ing of the ways, said to Nao- 
mi: ‘‘Kntreat me not to leave 
thee; for whither thou goest, | 
will go; and where thou lodgest 
I wil lodge; thy people shall be 
my people, and thy God my 
God.” (Loud cheers.) Some- 
thing of the kind exists today 
in Canada and South Africa. 
It is that which more than 
ibaa ade ago prompted a 
French-Canadian to say that 
the last shot to be fired for the 
supremacy of the British flag on 
the continent of America would 
be fired by a French-Canadian.

hn, Quebec there is an inter-

Some time ago the priests of 
he College of Ste. Marie de 
Monnoir, in the diocese of St. 
Hyacinthe removed their insti- 


itution to St. John, in the dio- 
{ 
i 


‘cese of’ Montreal. It was un- 


‘derstood at the time that the 


Bishop of St. Hyacinthe was 
opposed to the removal, while 
there was a general impression 
that Mgr. Bruchesi, of Montre- 
al, was not adverse to the 
change. St. John people had 
been anxious for the establish- 
ment of a classical college in 
their city, and they have given 
every support to the new in- 
stitution—or rather the old in- 
stitution on a new site. 

The question of the authority 
of the Bishop of St.-Hyacinthe 
ope submitted Moe ne Rebaabeey 

a , ate, . aretti. 
The delegate ordered that the 
priests should, leave St. John 
and reestablish themselves in 
their proper diocese. In case 
they proved recalcitrant, their 
community would be dissolved 
and their property would be giv 
en to the Episcopal funds of St. 
Hyacinthe. 

A creditor of the community, 
Mr. Edwards, who had been re- 
presented before the ecclestical 
court, heard of this judgment 
by the delegate, and immedi- 
ately made application in the 
civil courts for a quo warranto 
decree to forbid the dissolution 
of the college. Judge Lafon- 
tain ranted the application 
provisionally and the priests 
were officially notified to pre- 
serve the status quo under pen- 
alty of contempt of court.

some time nothing was 
done. The new apostolic dele- 
gate, Mgr. Stagni, has taken 
the matter into consideration

Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 


Appeal 


to People 


Of the Dominion 


Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier in an 
address to the 
Canadian peo 
ple says: 

To the Can- 
dian people,— 
At all times 


; forty years it 
has been the constant effort — of 
all the political parties in Can- 
ada to make with the United 
States an arrangement for the 
free exchange of the natural 
products between the two coun- 
tries. In 1854, Lord-Elgin, on 
behalf of Canada and the Mari- 
time Provinces, negotiated with 


the United States a treaty for 
that purpose, which lasted  un- 
til 1866 and which, within the 


memory of many still alive was 
of great advantage. Ever since 
the termination of that treaty 
all public men of any promin- 
ence in Canada, whatsoever 
their differences of other ques- 
tions, have been unanimous _ in 
an attempt to again secure this 
free exchange of natural produc- 
ts. 

The last attempt the Conser- 
vative party made was made by 
Sir John A. Macdonald himeelt, 
who dissolved Parliament in 
1891 for the purpose of subgmitt- 
ing to the electorate of Canada 
the expediency of his uapproach- 
ing again the American authori- 
ties for a renewal of the treaty 
of 1854. 

In 1891 the intention to ob 
tain reciprocity with the United 
States, if possible, was made a 
prominent feature of the plat- 
form of the Liberal party upon 
which that party attained pow 
er in 1896. After the present 
yovernment took office, it re 
newed in vain this offer to the 
United States, but, meeting 
with response, it declared 
that no further overtures of this 
nature Wwauld be made by Can- 
ada. Within the last twelve 
months, the President of the 
United States sent to Ottawa 
two Cominissioners from Wash 
for the purpose of ob 
negotiations looking 
toward the lowering of the tar

THE ROYAL COMMISSION 
ON TUBERCULOSIS 


The cable brought the news a 
couple of days ago that the fin- 
al report of the British Royal 
Commission on Tuberculosis 
placed it beyond doubt or ques- 
tion that consumption is trans- 
missable from animals to hum 
an beings and that it is partic- 
ularly dangerous as transmitt- 
ed to children in*the form — of 
abdominal tuberculosis by the 
milk from tuberculosis cows. 
London journals are now to 
hand which deal fully with the 
report, which sets forth the re 
sulte of no less than ten years’ 
work by the Commission, whose 
creation was due to the famous 
announcement made at the In- 
ternational Congress on Tuber 
culosis in London in 1901 — by 
Professor Koch that he had 
been unable to induce tubercu- 
losis in bovine annimals by in- 
oculating them with human ba 
cillus, and that he inferred that 
the contrary process of the in- 
fection of human beings by ho- 
vine bacillus was impossible. 

The Commission, made up wf 
men of the highest ability oid 
standing, was instructed to in- 
quire whether tuberculosis — in 
animals as in man is one and 
the same disease; whether ani- 
mals and man can be reciprocal- 
ly infected with it; and under 
what conditions, if at all, the 
disease is transmitted from ar i- 
mals to man. Professor Koch’s 
announcement had made a wide 
spread impression in Great Bri- 
tain, creating uncertainty in the 
public mind and giving dairy 
men and butchers an occasion 
for pleading justification for the 
relaxation of the hampering 
rules governing their trade. 

Practical experiments were 
carried on by the Commission 
on two farms lent for the pur- 
pose by Lord Blyth. The first 
interim ‘report, issued in 1904, 
announced that the commission 
had succeeded in doing what 
Professor Koch had failed to 
do, that is, had demonstrated 
by practical experiment that 
bovine tuberculosis was _ pro- 
duced by human bacilli. The 
second interim report showed 
that fatal cases of tuberculosis 
in human beings had been pro- 
duced by bovine bacilli, but 
that all these cases had occurr- 
ed in children and were examp- 
les of abdominal tuberculosis. 
Other interim reports dealt with 
the manner in which 
tion is conveyed from tubercu- 
losis The final report 
covers the whole ground, and 
shows, among other things, 
that consumption—that is tub- 
erculosis of the lungs—in adults 
has been conclusiuely traced to 
bovine bacilli. The experiments 
included other animals than bo- 
vine animals and also birds; 
bird tuberculosis it may be not- 
ed, is regarded as a negligible 
danyer to the human race.

The halo surrounding a hypo- 
critical Pharisee may appear as 
holy fire to some, but not to the 
Lord, who condemns them for 
their lack of reality. Just as 
often in the great religious sys- 
tems of the Old World, the 
Pharisées while holding the es- 
sential truth were occupied main 
ly in certain outward manifesta 
tions of it. 

True religion—the Lord Jesus 
would teach us—is first of all 
au matter of the heart.
